Justice Keogh Will Not Accept Court 
of Appeals Nomination.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 31— 
Supreme Court Justice Martin K. 
New Rochelle, on the eve of 
his departure for Europe, has announced 
that he will not accept the nomination 
for Justice of the Court of Appeals. 
In this announcement Justice Keogh 
has taken the same stand as when he 
refused to allow his name to be pre- 
sented as a candidate for Governor of 
New York State and as @ candidate for 
the place of United States Senator, both 
of which have been offered to him. 

He added that he had been twice hon- 
ored by the people of the Second Ju- 
dicial Department in electing him Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, on the last

The present suggestion 
fs that 15 per cent. be repaid in De- 
cember, 30 per cent. in January, 30 
per cent. in February, and 25 per 
cent. in March next. 


Recognizes Commercial Paper. 

In order to make these special de- 
posits available to the banks on se- 
curities readily within their reach, the 
Secretary will accept as_ security 
prime commercial paper in addition 
to Government and high-class State, 
municipal and other bonds. The com- 
mercial paper submitted shall first be 
passed upon and approved by the 
Clearing House committees of the cit- 
fes in which the banks offering such 
paper may be located. All commercial 
paper and bonds must finally be 
passed upon and accepted by the Sec- 
retary. 

As security for such deposits Gov- 
ernment bonds will be accepted at 
par; other bonds at 75 per cent. of 
their market value, and approved 
ecmmercial paper at 65 per cent. of its 
face value. 

The Government will charge interest 
at the rate of 2 per cent. per annum 
on these funds. The names of the 
banks with whom the funds will be 
deposited and other details of the ar- 
rangements will be announced later. 
Steps are now being taken to carry 
out the plan so that the funds may be 
Promptly available for the movement 
of the crops. 

Deposits will be made with those 
banks only which have taken out at 
least 40 per cent. of their authorized 
circulation. 


Under the last clause of Secretary 
MecAdoo’s statement banks that have 
issued less than 40 per cent. of their 
circulation and do not possess a suf- 
ficient amount of Government bonds as 
a basis for the issue of that amount 


of circulating notes, will be obliged to| 


buy more of the % per cent. bonds now 
selling: at less than par. The obvious 
effect of this would be to enhance the 
market value of these securities. 

Mr. McAdoo gives a further lift to the 
2 per cents by announcing that as 
security for the forthcoming deposits 
Government bonds will be accepted at 
par. While no supplementary explana- 
tion was, forthcoming from the Treas- 
ury, this feature of the Secretary’s an- 
nouncement evidently is intended as 
notice that the value of the 2s has not 
been impaired, notwithstanding the de- 
preciation in their market price, and 
is a defiance of those unnamed New 
York banks which he has accused of 
attempts to bear the market in Gov- 
ernment securities. 

Another striking feature of Secretary 
McAdoo’s statement is that he will ac- 
cept prime commercial paper as secur- 
ity for the Government money. State 
and municipal bonds have been accepted 
heretofore as security for Government 
deposits, but this will be the first time 
that commercial paper. will have been 
necepted as collateral for United States 
funds. 

It was doubted in some quarters here 
to-night whether the Secretary was au- 
thorized to accept commercial paper as 
security for deposits. It is supposed that 
Secretary McAdoo has construed the act 
of March 4, 1907, as providing that au-

Schiff Expected to Testify — Com- 
mittee Investigates Road Contract.

ALBANY, July 31.—The Frawley com- 
mittee will resume its inquiry into the 
Sulzer campaign fund next Wednesday 
at 10:30 A. M. in New York City. This 
line of investigation was halted tem- 
porarily by the refusal yesterday of 
Louis A. Sarecky, Mr. Sulzer’s former 
conridential clerk, to answer any ques- 
lions bearing on the campaign fund. 

The scene of the inquiry is to be 
shifted to New York City, according to 
Eugene Lamb Richards, counsel for the 
committee, for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing the attendance of ‘‘a large number 
of prominent financiers’’ and to place 
within the readier reach of the com- 
mittee the books of certain banking in- 
stitutions. 

This announc2ment was made at the 
close of a two-hour session of the com- 
mittee to-day. The theme of investiga- 
tion. at this session was the sudden and 
unexplained cancellation of a Long Isl- 
and highway contract by direction of 
John A. Hennessy, acting for Gov. Sul- 
zer. The salient feature of the testi- 
mony was the declaration by two wit- 
nesses, both interested in the cancelled 
contract, that it was abrogated after

GERMANY DECLINES 
FAIR INVITATION 


Joins England in Refusing to 
Exhibit--Wanted Her Designs 
Fully Protected. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—Official con- 
firmation was given both at the White | 
House and the State Department ca-Oae | 
to the statement contained in a Wash- 
ington dispatch printed in THe New 
York Times this morning that Great 
Britain had served official notice on the 
United States that she would not par- | 
ticipate in the Panama Exposition to} 
be held in San Francisco in 1915. | 
The statement was made at the State 
Department that Germany had also 
declined to take part in the Exposition. 
The German Government notified the 
United States some time ago that Ger- 
many would be unable to furnish any 
exhibits for San Francisco unless satis- ; 
factory assurances were given by this 
Government that designs of German 
fabrics and other manufactures that 
might be exhibited there would be 
amply protected against piracy by 

American manufacturers. 

It was understood from what was 
said at the State Department that Ger- 
many had followed up this notice by a 
more formal communication indicating 
that her participation in the exposition 
need not be expected. 

Secretary Bryan said this evening 
that he did not regard either the Brit- 
ish or the German declination to par- 
ticipate in the San Francisco Exposition 
as final. He did not amplify his state- 
ment, however. Bills have been intro- 
duced in Congress granting copyright 
and trade mark protection to designs | 
of foreign fabrics exhibited at San 
Francisco, and efforts are being made 
to have these measures enacted into 
law so that the German objection may 
be overcome. 

In its communication to this Govern- 
ment decining to participate in the 
Panama Exposition Great Britain gave 
as a reason. for her refusal that so many 
exhibitions had been held in recent years 
that the expense of British participa- 
tion had become a burden, and it was 
regarded as necessary by the British 
Government to cease such participation. 
It is well understood here, however, that 
the refusal of Great Britain to take 
part ‘1 the fair ts intended as a mark 
of thas Government's disapproval of the 
policy of the United States with regard 
to Panama Canal tolls. 

The action of Great Britain is re- 
garded as having an additional signifi- 
cance here on account of a recent step 


taken by the British Government which 
obviously might have caused consid- 
erable embarrassment to the United 
States in dealing with the Mexican sit- 
uation. The diplomatic representatives 
of Great Britain, France, Italy, Spain, 
and Belzium in the City of Mexico 
adopted an identical statement setting 
forth the existing deplorable conditions 
and suggesting that the United States; 
be called on to take action to bring | 
these conditions to an end. 

This identical statement was trans-| 
mitted by these diplomatic representa- 
tives to their respective Governments, 
but Great Britain was the only one of 
the five nations concerned, according 
to information here in reliable official 
quarters, that placed the statement be- 
fore this Government. 

There have been hints in official cir- 
cles that the British Government had 
accompanied the statement with some 
comments of its own on the Mexican 





situation which might be construed as 
a desire to force the hand of the 


American Government in dealing with 


the Mexican troubles. 

When it became known in Washington 
that Great Britain had “forwarded the 
statement to this Government the unof- 
ficial understanding was that it was 
laid before the State Department with- 
out any comment. 

From what was said to-day, however, 
there is some reason to believe that the 
British Government accompanied the 
statement with an expression of its own 
views.

LONDON, Friday, Aug. 1.—With 
reference to the British action in de- 
clining to take -rt in the Panama 
Exhibition in San Francisco, The 
Daily Chronicle says it has reason to 
belleve that the decision not to par- 
ticipate is due to the heavy cost in- 
volved in transporting _oods to San 
Francisco and in the erection of the 
necessary buildings. 

While it is stated in official circles 
here that the decision is a final one, 
no disposition is shown to discuss 
the reasons underlying it. 

The decision has been made and is 
apparently irrevocably. No further 
statement will be forthcoming. 


EXPECTS BRITAIN TO EXHIBIT. 


Panama Fair President Doesn’t 
Think Her Refusal Is Final. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 31.—Charles 
C. Moore, President of the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition, does 
not take seriously the report that Great 
Britain will not participate in the 1915 
fair. 

“The foreign nation that finally made 
the biggest showing of all at St. Louis 


had definitely refused to participate a 
year before the gates opened,” he said 
to-night, after stating that Great Britain 
wanted satisfaction on a certain point.

DECIES WINS SUIT 
AGAINST BUILDERS 


They Must Pay Him Over 
$25,000 for Overcharges and 
$50,000 to $65,000 Besides.

LONDON, July 31.—After a hearing 
lasting thirteen days the action 
brought by Lord Decies in the High 
Court against the London builders 
and architects who reconstructed his 
country house, Sefton Park, was con- 
cluded to-day with a verdict in favor 
of Lord Decies, to whom Mr. Justice 
Bailhache awarded £5,121 ($25,605) 
for overcharges and bad workman- 
ship. He also ordered the builders to 
pay Lord Decies the costs of the coun- 
terclaim, amounting to between £10,- 
000 and £13,000. 

Fashionably dressed women, friends 
of Lord Decies and his wife, formerly 
Miss Vivien Gould of New York, 
crowded the court while Justice 
Bailhache delivered judgment. Lord 
Decies sat at his accustomed seat at 
the solicitors’ table. He expressed 
great satisfaction at the result of the 
case, 

The Judge took nearly two hours 
in giving his judgment. 

“T have no desire ever to hear cf 
this case again,” he said smilingly. 
“It is the first case of the kind I 
ever heard, and I hope ‘it is the last.” 

Some of Lord Decies’s complaints 
were ‘“‘finnicky,” the Judge said, and 
might have been disregarded, while 
a mass of detail had been introduced 
in the case which might well have 
been avoided by Lord Decies’s ad- 
visers. ‘‘ But,” he added, “I have 
been down to Sefton Park, and there 
are certainly some real grounds for 
complaint. Perhaps they were due 
more to carelessness than to negli- 
gence on the part of those overlook- 
ing the work.” 

One of the things the Judge noticed 
on his visit he confided to the court. 
‘““When I sat in the drawing room,” 
he said, “x could hear a plug being 
pulled in a bathroom.” This bore out 
Lord Decies’s complaint regarding vi- 
bration in the house. 

The design of the house was ex- 
cellent, said the Judge, and reflected 
credit on the architect, but he did 
not think proper supervision had been 
exercised on the work.

Three Dying, Seven Hurt Badly—

PRESIDENT FIRM 
AGAINST HUERTA 


Unmoved by Envoy’s Arguments 


for Recognition of Present 
Mexican Ruler. 


STICKS TO MEDIATION PLAN 


Would Treat with Compromise Ad- 
ministration—House Committee 


to Hear Ambassador. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—President 
Wilson is as firmly opposed to recogni- 
tion of Gen. Victoriano Huerta as Presi- 
dent of Mexico as he was immediately 


| after reading of the assassination of 


President Madero and Vice President 
Pino Suarez in the Huerta-Diaz revolt. 
If Ambassador Wilson came to Wash- 
ington with the hope of influencing the 
President, he has been disappointed. 

The Executive was frank to-day in 
letting it be understood that he was 
against recognition of an Administration 
founded on murder, and that he had 
not been swerved from his position in 
the slightest degree by the Ambassa- 
dor’s arguments before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. It was 
only in the presence of that committee 
that the envoy had opportunity to air 
his opinions on Mexico. President Wil- 
son and Secretary Bryan in their fifty- 
minute conference with him were care- 
ful to conf:ne their questions to re- 
quests for statements of fact, thus giv- 
ing the Ambassador no chance to ex- 
pound his theories to them. 

The President of the United States 
has canvassed the situation in Mexico 
for himself. The Secretary of State 
has been equally indifferent to the 
views of Ambassador Wilson. Senators 
who, following the envoy’s appearance 
before the Foreign Relations Committee, 
were disposed to give weight to his 
ideas in regard to the best method for 


ere the Southern Republic, have 
pecome less enthusiastic in that respect. 
Democrats in the Senate now seem to 
agree with the President that recog- 
nition of Huerta 1s out of the question. 


Recognition Premium on Murder. 


Senator Bacon, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, is of the 
Pronounced opinion that to recognize 
the Huerta Government would be put- 
ting a premium on revolution in Mexico. 
He believes, moreover, that it would 
be an incentive to every revolutionary 
leader to assassinate the head of a na- 
tion, with full expectation that his act 
would receive the approval and official 
recognition of other nations. Senator 


Bacon also is of the opinion that the 
recognition of Huerta, far from bring- 
ing about peace, would be the strongést 
encouragement to ambitious chiefs. 

The Sentaor refletts ‘the ‘views of 
President. Wilson, who has held from 
the beginning the vigorous opinion that 
a great moral question was involved 
gfeater than the mere judgment of the 
acts of a single ruler. In his Latin- 
American statement, issued shortly after 
his inauguration, the President set forth 
emphatically the opposition of the 
United States to. those who set up gov- 
ernment by arbitrary force and an- 
nounced that the American Government 
would prefer in its associations those 
governments which were founded on 
law and order. 

Although not referring at.the.time to 
any particular nation, the President. Is 
known to have had Mexico in mind. 
The impression he desired to spread was 
that, though seeking nothing itself, 
the American Government had no sym- 
pathy with the volatile processes by 
which Governments were overturned 
in Latin America. 


Plan Friendly to Mexico. 


President Wilson told visitors to-day 
that no unfriendliness to Mexico was 
involved in the policy he was forming 
toward that country. He did not di- 
vulge the trend of his plan, but he 


made no attempt to conceal. his. hos- 
tility to the recognition suggestion, for 
he said emphatically that when he made 
the statement that his policy would be 
friendly to the southern republic he did 
not mean he would acknowledge Huerta 
as Provisional President. It is known 
that the President is going ahead with 
his plan and that when he is ready to 
announce jt it will be found to be free 
from the influence of the present Am- 
bassador to Mexico. 

Just when the President will 
known his views is not certain. It will 
depend somewhat on the possible ad- 
justment of the. dispute by the factions 
themselves in Mexico. The President 
thinks the prospect of peace is growing 
stronger daily, and regards the problem 
as by no means insoluble. He conceives 
that the Mexicans themselves may be 
able to bring about peace shortly. 


President Sticks to Plan. 


In the meantime the President appar- 
ently is adhering to his desire to. at- 
tempt to settle the Mexican situation 


through the mediation of the United 
States. Pending any action along that 
line, however, officlals of the Govern- 
ment are walting with some anxiety 
for news of the outcome of efforts that 
are being made by friends of Huerta to 
induce him to retire from the Presi- 
dency and make way for a Provisional 
President who would hold office until 
the general election in October, when a 
President and Congress will be chosen 
through Constitutional means. 

Should Huerta step down and out and 
a Provisional President satisfactory to 
the United States be put in his place, 
President Wilson would accord recogni- 
tion to the new Government of Mexico. 


House Committee to Hear Envoy. 


Ambasador Wilson has been asked by 
Representative Flood, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, 


to appear before that committee and 
give his views in regard to the Mexican 
situation. 

Secretary Bryan received word to-day 
from Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the Ameri- 
can Chargé d’Affaires in the City of 
Mexico, that President Huerta was en- 
deavoring to hasten the delivery of his 
order to Gen. Pascual Orozco. of the 
Federal forces at Chihuahua for the re- 
lease of Biesel and McDonald, the two 
mine managers who were arrested there. 
and who were understood to have been 
sentenced te death. Mr, O'Shaughnessy 
said in his dispatch that President Hu- 
erta was seeking to have his telegraphic 
order on the subject delivered in Chi- 
huahua by way of El Paso. 

This information from Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy conflicts with the statement made 
in the State Department yesterday that 

e had reported -by telegraph and that 
Biesel. McDonald and a chauffeur who 
was driving their car when they were 
arrested had been released.

Treasury Has Only $418,600 to 
Meet Appropriation of $37,000,000.

CHICAGO, IIL, July The State of 
Illinois is in the worst financial condi- 
tion of any time since it was admitted 
to the Union. The deficit by Jan. 1, 
1914, will not be less than $10,000,000. 
Mercantile concerns doing business with 
the State cannot hope.to receive any 
money before May 1, 1914. Payrolis 
even will be defaulted by Nov. 1. From 
that date until about May 1, 1914, the 
State Treasury will be practically with- 

out funds. 

The total surplus in the State Treas- 
ury on July 1, 1913, was only $418,600.)4. 
This is the total fund, together with 
special fees received in the meantime, 
with which to meet an appropriation 
by the General Assembly and approved 


by the Governor of approximately 
$37,000,000, one-half of which should be 
met within the next six months. 


LIGHTNING HITS A BOAT. 


Two Fishermen Found Unconscious 
Near Egg Harbor, N. J.

EGG HARBOR, N. J., July 31.—Henry 
Babcock and Andrew Morrell, two fish- 
ermen of Harrisville, N. J., were picked 
up unconscious by an oyster boat this 
afternoon and brought to this place. 
Morrell had not regained consciousness 
late this evening, but- Babcock in ‘in- 
tervals of consciousness told this story: 

Both men yesterday morning set out 
to.spend the day fishing. “At noon dark 
clouds passed over them, and without 
warning lightning struck the engine of 
their boat. Morrell was stunned by 
the snock, but Babcock tried to extin- 
guish the flames which started in the 
eraft. He lost consciousness and re- 
vived later to find it was night. The 
engine of the boat was wrecked and 
the floor ef the boat was scorched. It 
was thought that the heavy downpour 
of rain that followed.the lightning was 
the only thing. that saved the boat. 


ERIE TRAIN DERAILED. 


Three Coaches Jump Tracks 
Switch Near Garfield, N. J. 


PASSAIC, N. J., July 31.—A _ local 
train on the Bergen County branch of 
the Erie Railway was partially derailed 
on the Bergen County Short Cut this 
evening near Garfield. The engine and 
three of the coaches left the rails, but, 
according to the railroad officlals, none 
of those in the cars was injured. 

The accident occurred at a switch 
some distance beyond the Garfield Sta- 
tion and the train was moving slowly 
at the time. One of the front wheeis 
of the engine jumped the track as it was 
taking the switch. Before Engineer 
Dugan could bring the train to a stop 
the tender and three of the passenger 
coaches had left the rails. The few pas- 
sengers in the train were more or less 
shaken up and frightened. 

The derailed cars were thrown over 
on the eastbound tracks, eausing a tie- 
up which lasted for aw hour and a half. 
The derailed train was bound from Jer- 
sey City for Ridgewood. 
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DIED TO SAVE CHILD. 


Albert Buckalem Accomplished Res- 
cue, but Was Drowned Himself. 


BORDENTOWN, N. J., July 31.—Al- 
bert Buckalem, 22 years old, lost his 
life this afternoon in saving a five- 
year-old boy from drowning. Buck- 
alem saved the boy, but Was so ex- 
hausted in doing it, that he sank and 
was drowned. 

August A. Kelly, son of H. W. Kelly 
of 232 Hillyer Avenue, Trenton, was 
crossing the railroad bridge, that spans 
Crosswick’s Creek, when he slipped and 
fell into the water. Albert Buckalem 
jumped overboard after the little fel- 
low without removing any of his cloth- 
ing. The effort of diving and bringing 
the boy to the shore, handicaped as he 
was by the weight of his clothing, was 
fast using up Buckalem’s strength, when 
John Rice, 23 years of age, went to his 
assistance. Rice took the boy and 
landed him safely on shore. 

Buckalem was able to swim a short 
distance after being relieved of the 
child, but suddenly he sank. Rice went 
again into the water and tried to bring 
Buckalem. to the surface, but failed.

Tells Senators Officials Did Not

Shaw’s Construction of Law. 


The words ‘‘and otherwise’’ presum- 
ably have been interpreted by Mr. Mc- 
Adoo to mean that he has the right to

This board is to act in an advisory 


capacity entirely, and will consist of one | 


banker from each of the proposed Fed- 
eral reserve banking associations, There 
are to be not fewer than twelve of these 
regional reserve banks, but additional 
regional banks may be created by the 
Federal Reserve Board. In the begin- 
ning the Advisory Board will consist of 
twelve members. 

Chairman Glass’s idea is that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, which is to be a po- 
litical institution, the selection of which 
cannot be controlled or influenced by 
the banks, will, through the creation 
of the separate Advisory 
bankers, obtain the benefit of the sci- 
entific financial advice and judgment 
of the bankers on the Advisory Board. 
But the members of the Advisory Board 
are not to have any vote and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board will remain supreme, 
acting according to its judgment and dis- 
cretion after advising with the Advisory 
Board 

One of the criticisms levelled at the 
bill was that the banks were to have no 
representation in the Federal reserve 
board. This board is to be supreme in 
the management of the new banking 
system. Although all national banks 
are to be compelled by the Owen-Glass 
bill to subscribe to stock in the regional 
reserve banks, the national banks 
coming members of the new banking 
system are not to have part in the selec- 
tion of the Federal reserve board or any 
participation in its deliberations. The 
advisory board arrangement is as far 
as the Democratic members of the Glass 
committee appear to be willing to go 
by way of concession to the bankers 
who demanded representation on the 
Federal reserve board. a 

The question of interlocking Direc- 
torates also came up for discussion. to- 
day without decision. The conference 
last week tentatively adopted a_pro- 
vision prohibiting interlocking Direc- 
torates. Chairman Glass was instructed 
to draft an amendment embodying such 
a prohibition. When the matter was 
brought forward to-day, a point of or- 
der was raised and the committee ad- 
journed. 


Eagle Assails the Bill, 


Representative Bagle of Texas, one 
of the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee, fired a broadside at the Cur- 
rency bill to-night. He says the meas- 
ure is ‘‘ fundamentally bad” and basic- 
ally the same es the Aldrich plan for 
y reform. 


“ Practically there is no difference,” 
said Mr. Eagig, ‘“‘and there is no dif- 
ference in_ the’ objects sought to be ac- 
complished, between the Aldrich bill 


and the Glass bill. The object of each 
is to permit the banks of the country 
to avail of their reserves for loaning 
urposes and to be guaranteed against 
oss by the establishment of a paternal- 
istic relationship or private partnership 
with the Government. 

“If the Glass bill shall be enacted 
embodying its existing fundamental 
principles, it will require only a simple 
amendment at some time later pro- 
viding, first, for the establishment of 
one central or head bank over the 
twelve regional banks, and, second, giv- 
ing such central bank itself the power 
to issue the currency upon bank assets, 
to change the thin disguise of the Glass 
bill into the actual substance of the 
Aldrich measure—because both the Al- 
drich measure and the Glass bill make 
the assets of the banks the security for 
the issuance of the currency.’’ 

In his analysis in opposition to the bill 
Mr. Eagle raises sixteen objections. He 
says it proposes to establish paternal- 
istic relations between the Government 
and the banks and to put the Govern- 
ment into the banking business. Its 
direct effect, he thinks, will be to make 
18,000 savings banks, trust companies, 
and State banks abandon their State 
charters and become natienal banks. 
He also characterizes it as a cumber- 
some, needless, and expensive Govern- 
ment machine. ; 

Mr. Eagle says an elastic currency is 
impossible under the bill if the banks 
or the Government is allowed to issue 
and circulate arbitrary additional 
amounts of currency “ according to the 
judgment, self-interest or pleasure of the 
Federal Reserve-Board.’’ He objects to 
the plan of Seportionng the accumu- 
lated issue of currency, because one or 
more regional banks may obtain the 
total supply to the detriment of the bal- 
ance of the country. 

“The effect and basic principle of the 
bill,’ says Mr, Eagle, ‘‘ is to make avail- 
able for loaning purposes the reserves 
of the national banks, which are com- 
pelled, under penalties, to go into the 
regional reserve system, and in such 
State banks, trust companies, and sav- 
ings banks as choose to do so.’’ 


Fears Inflation. 

He believes that if the bill authorized 
an unlimited issue of Federal reserve 
notes enormous inflation is bound to 
follow. He objects to the rediscount 
systém and says that, in the event of 
bad management or misfortune to mem- 
ber banks, their unsecured creditors will 
suffer the loss of the banks’ most val- 
uable assets. 

“By concert,” says Mr. Eagle, ‘‘it is 


possible for the twelve different regional 
banks to have prompt knowledge of the 
affairs of all the banks of the United 
States and thus the banking institu- 
tions will be in position, not only to 
approximate, but know absolutely: daily 
and weekly the concentration of re- 
serves in different centres, the move- 
ment of money, extensions and contrac- 
tions of credit, and the actual business 
condition of each part of the nation—

Encouraging the Formation of 
Companies Independent of 


Foreign Control. 


MUCH HOPED FROM TRINIDAD 


Colonial Secretary Tells Parliament 
Policy Has Been Formed with 
a View to the Navy’s Needs.

LONDON, July 31—The announce- 


ment made by First Lord of the Ad- 


miralty Churchill in the House of 


Commons on July 17 that 1387 vessels 
burning oil only were built or build- 
ing for the British Navy lent special 
importance to a statement made by| 


Colonial Secretary Harcourt, in ref- 
ernece to oil production, in the House 
of Commons to-day. 

Mr. Hercourt pointed out that of 
all raw materials petroleum was now 
the scarcest within the British Em- 
pire, but he said there were great 


possibilities of future production, and 
he named Trinidad as one of the most 
promising sources of supply. 

“The immediate production of oil 
and the slow development of the in- 
dustry,” he remarked, “have been 
matters of great anxiety to the Colo- 
nial Office and the Admiralty.” Va- 
rious objects had, he said, been kept 
in view by him in his policy—(1) 
the rapid economic development of oil 
fields, (2) the exclusion of great com- | 
bines which might strangle competi- 
tion, (3) the reservation to the Ad- 
miralty of full power to assume pos- 
session of the product, and (4) secur- | 
ity that the companies operating 
should be British, with at least a ma- 
jority of British Directors. 

To attain these objects, said Mr. 
Harcourt, the cooperation of the Leg- 
islative Council of Trinidad had been 
obtained and an agreement had been 
made with the British West Indies 
Petroleum Syndicate, a group rep- 
resenting several important interests 
in the oil industry. Neither the 
Standard Oil Company nor Messrs. 
Pearson had any interest in the syn- | 
dicate, while only one-fourth of its 


The agreement, Mr. Harcourt said, 
was subject to all the conditions spec- 
ified as to British control and naval | 
pre-emption, with special clauses as 
to continuous active development.

2,000 GREEKS KILLED. 


Battle with Bulgars Bloodiest of the 
War—Greeks Finally Won.

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FIRE PERIL SEARCH 
GETS ASCH TENANTS 


First Fruits of New Crusade in 
Building Where Great Dis- 
aster Occurred. 


TO EXPLAIN IN COURT 


Charges of Smoking and of Locking 
‘Factory Doors—tLitter on Floor 
of Another Factory. 


Stirred by reports that hundreds of 
factories in this city in which clothing 
is manufactured are fire traps in which 
employes in case of fire would have no 


chance: at all for their lives, Fire Com- |! 
missoner Joseph Johnson ordered yes- | 


terday that the inspecting force of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention concentrate 
its -efforts against this class of fac- 
tories for the next few weeks. The In- 
spectors are to make a crusade against 
the evil of allowing large amounts of 
clothing scraps to pile up on the floors 
beside the sewing machines and tables 
on which the clothing is prepared. 

The first persons to feel the effects 
of the new crusade, oddly enough, were 
tenants in the Asch Building at 23 
Washington Place, where: nearly 150 
employes of the Triangle Shirt Waist 
Company lost their lives in a fire trag- 
edy three years ago. 

Several tenants in the Asch Building, 
it was reported to Commissioner John- 
son by Inspectors, were found smoking 
cigars standing close to heaps of cloth- 
ing scraps and flimsy material used in 
the manufacture of shirt waists. Other 
tenants, according to the reports to Mr. 


Johnson, were found who had locked 
the doors while women employes re- 
mained at work. This policy cost more 
than fifty of the Triangle Shirtwaist 
ene 8 employes their lives. - 

The visit to the Asch Building was 
made quietly by Inspector Otto Mendel. 
He rode = to the seventh floor in the 
elevatcr, ut did not make himself 
known as an Inspector. The elevator 
man was smoking a cigar. He received 
2a Summons to appear in Jefferson Mar- 
ket.Court this morning. On the seventh 
floor the Inspector says he found the 
doors locked leading to the workrooms 
of the clothing firm of Meyers, Crown 
& Wallach. This was just two flights 
down from the locked doors against 
which fifty-odd employes of: the Triangle 
Company hurled themselves and per- 
ished as the flames spread to them. ‘To 
Henry Wallach, a member of the firm, 


‘a sunimons was given to appear in Jef-!} 


ferson Market Court and make an ex- 
planation. 

On the ninth floor, in a clothing fac- 
tory operated under the firm name of 
Leyy & Rosenthal, Inspector Mendel 
was met by two young men who were 
smoking cigars. They said they were 
Louis and Albert Levy, and their names 
were written down on summonses which 
were handed to them, as they asked 
their visitor to join in the smoking. 
They extinguished their cigars as they 
observed that the summonses ordered 
them to appear in court for violating 


a section of the factory law which for-}| 


bids smoking in loft buildings. 
East Side Inspecticn 


While Inspector Mendel was working 
on the west side, more Inspectors were 
at work in clothing factories east of 
Broadway. In the six-story loft build- 


ing at 313 to 319 Lafayette Street, they 
entered the tailor shop of Herman Liss- 
ner, on the third floor. They found 
women and men working at_ tables 
around which, according to the Inspec- 
tor, litter had accumulated. A sum- 
mons was served on Lissner returnable 
this morning before Magistrate Levy in 
the Tombs Court. 

The summons charged a violation of 
a section of the labor law, which re- 
quires proprietors of manufacturing 
establishments using inflammable ma- 
terial to keep all refuse in metal boxes 
and to empty these boxes twice a day. 

In the Lissner establishment no metal 
boxes were found. A wooden packing 
box partly filled with refuse was in 
one corner of the room. 

Commissioner. Johnson had _ investi- 
gated complaints regarding the building

» at 313 Lafayette Street before the sum- 


mons was served on Lissner yesterday. 
When the first complaint was made it 
ineluded charges that fire escapes were 
boarded up. he owners of the build- 
ing explained that the fire escapes 
were boarded up only while repairs were 
being made on certain floors. Accord- 
ing to the Fire Department records 
the complaint against the littered condi- 
tions of the wooden floors had been 
heeded and the floors cleared. 

A letter reached Fire Headquarters 
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yesterday sayi that there. was litter 
on several of the floors of the build- 
ing and that gas lights were burned on 
these floors. 

An inspection was ordered by Com- 
missioner Johnson in order that the Fire 
Department might learn exactly what 
| the conditions were. It was found that 
the building belonged to the estate of 
Isaac Schlesinger, and that the ground 
floor was occupied by a tailor shop spe- 
cializing in Police and Fire Department 
uniforms. ‘ 


The Cause of Many Fires. 


Fire Commissioner Johnson has decid- 
;ed on vigorous action in the cases of 
| those persons who allow scraps of cloth 
to accumulate on the floors of their fac- 
| tories because it has been shown that 
| most of the disastrous factory fires orig- 
| inate in such waste material and sweep 
;across the establishment too rapidly to 


permit the workers to.reach the fire es- 
capes, Fire, if it had only the wooden 
floors to feed upon, would travel more 
slowly and allow a decidedly larger 
margin of safety for those seeking ,to 
escape. 

Secretary Lloyd Willis of the Fire De- 
partment pointed out yesterday that at 
the Triangle Waist Company fire there 
| probably would have been no serious 
| damage if the shirtwaists lying in piles 
on the machines, which the girls were 
operating, had been -kept in-metal con- 
| tainers, and the machines swept free of 
refuse at frequent intervals. 

As it was, Secretary Willis explained, 
the fire swept across the Triangle Shirt 
| Waist Company’s lofts on the level of 
|the sewing machine tops. A tempera- 
ture was quickly created above the igni- 
}tion point for shirtwaist material, and 
after that every stack of shirtwaists in 
the room caught fire. The resulting 
temperature was above that in which 
human beings could live. Regardless of 
whether or not the flames reached them, 
the girl employes breathed death into 
their lungs as they ran from the piles 
of burning shirtwaists on their ma- 
chines. 

It was a situation like this which the 
laws passed after the Triangle Waist 
| Company fire sought to make impossi- 
ble. Invéstigation within the past two 
weeks has shown that the law has be- 
come practically a dead letter in the 
|clothing trade. It was known that the 
| Bureau of Fire Prevention had only a 
|small foree of inspectors and wags not 
visiting factories very often. For this 
reason factory proprietors in many cases 
seemgd to consider that one visit a year 
would be all they were likely to re- 
ceive. 


Not Enough Inspectors. 


It was explained at Fire Headquarters 
that the Bureau of Fire Prevention lacks 
an adequate inspecting force. Of.the 
376,000 buildings in the city 103,000 are 
tenement houses and to these a force 
of 400 inspectors is assigned. But the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention has only 638 


inspectors for outside work while it has 
168,204 loft buildings and hotels under 
its jurisdiction. 

_For several months complaints about 
| fire traps have come in in such numbers 
‘that the Fire Prevention Bureau has 
| been swamped, and it has been possi- 
{ble to investigate comparatively few of 
the complaints. In fact, the policy was 
established of investigating first com- 
plaints originating with the Committee 
of Safety, formed after the Asch build- 
ing fire, the Joint Board of Sanitary 
Control, maintained in the clothing 
| trades, and the White Goods Associa- 
| tion. As a result of his investigations 
Commissioner Johnson has ordered that 
| notices concerning regulations as to fire 
drills shali be posted in all factories.

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NEW HAVEN PARTS 
WITH TROLLEY LINES 


Those in Massachusetts Go to 
Sanderson & Porter of This 
City by Stock Purchase. 


CAPITALIZED AT $35,000,000 


Yet So Organized by New Haven 
Interests That Control Rests in 
$51,000 Common Stock. 


By the purchase of possibly not more 
than $51,000 of common stock, Sander- 
son & Porter, a firm of electrical en- 
gineers interested in the construction 
and operation of trolley lines, have ob- 
tained a controlling interest in 418 
miles of street railway heretofore held 
by the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company through the 
medium of the New England Investment 
and Security Company. 

The lines operated by the Investment 
Company were built in part by Sander- 
son & Porter, who have offices in the 
Kuhn, Loeb Building, at 52 William 
Street. They embrace the Springfield 
Street Railway, the Worcester Consol- 
idated Street Railway, the Milford, At- 
tleboro & Woonsocket Railway, the 
Attleboro Branch Railroad Compdny, 
the Interstate Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company, and two leased lines of 
the Worcester company. The Invest- 
ment Company was organized by the 
New Haven six years ago to take over 
street railways in Massachusetts, and 
was the result of public agitation 
against the holding of street railway 
stocks by steam railroads. 

The company’s capital was apparently 
80 arranged at the time of its organi- 


zation as to make the holding of con- 
trol an easy matter. There is out- 
standing $100,000 of common stock, $4,- 
000,000 of 4 per cent. cumulative pre- 
ferred, on which dividends are guaran- 
teed by the New Haven, and $15,000,000 
in notes, interest, and principal, both 
guaranteed by the New Haven. The 
preferred stock and the notes have been 
sold to the public, but the whereabouts 
of the small amount of common stock 
has never been made public. There are 
seven Directors, of whom the holders 
of the common stock are entitled to 
elect four, so that the owners of $51,000 
of the common stocx exercise control. 

Sanderson & Porter said that they had 
bought enough of the common _ stock 
to give them a controlling interest, and 
that they had taken the properties over 
as an investment. The firm, which is 
a co-partnership, has other traction 
lines in the West. Neither Richmond 
-Talbot nor Seton Porter, both of whom 
are members of the firm, would tell 
yesterday from whom they bought the 
investment stock, or the price paid for 
it. It has been understood that the 
common stock has been owned by in- 
dividuals closely associated with the 
management of the New Haven. 

A bill was introduced in the Massachu- 
setts Legislature in January, 1912, 
granting authority to the New England 
Investment & Security Company to form 
a new corporation to be known as the 
Worcester, Springfield & Berkshire 
Street Railway Company. It was pro- 
posed to consolidate all electric rail- 
ways in Massachusetts owned by the 
New Haven. The measure gave the 
New Haven permission to own all of 
the common stock of the new company, 
but forbade any sale of the stock with- 
out the consent of the State. The bfil 
did not become a law, and the consolida- 
tion was not effected, so that ownership 
of the Berkshire Street Railway, oper- 
ating trolleys across the Western edge 
of Massachusetts and as far north as 
Bennipston, Vt., does not pass with the 
sale of the Investment Company. The

identity of the sellers of the Investment 
Company stock. President C. S. Mellen 
of the New Haven sent the following 
telegram to Boston in reply to an in- 
quiry regarding the sale: 

The information regarding 
Porter having purchased the New Eng- 
land Investment and Security Company I 
understand to be correct. I cannot give the 
details. I am not interested in the trans- 
action. Suppose they purchased for in- 
vestment, as they are trolley promoters, 
operators, and constructors, because there 
was a profit in sight. 

Whether their purchases. are limited 
solely to the common stock or they have 
gone further and acquired an interest in 

the preferred, I am not advised. The com- 
mon stock was much more easily obtained, 
for it was smaller in amount and held by 
few parties. 

It is said that the sale to Sanderson 
& Porter was practically completed be- 

fore the resignation of President Mellen 
and is not a.part of the policy of How- 
ard Elliott, the newly elected President 
of the New Haven. 

According to Mr, Talbot, the terms of 
sale €o not release the New Haven from

Talbot says. that the New Haven did 
not figure in the transaction; that con- 
trol of a majority of the $100,000 com- 
mon stock was acquired from a con- 
Siderable number of individuals con- 
nected only indirectly, if at all, with 
the New Haven. He also says that it 
is the present purpose of his firm to 
operate and develop the properties. No 
changes have yet been made in the of- 
ficial staff of the company, nor in the 
Poard of Directors, but changes will be 
made in the future, 

In the first report of the sale the 
price paid for the engineering firm was 
ven as $200 a share, which would fix 
a total value of only $200,000 on the en- 
tire issue of common stock, or slightly 
more than $100,000 on a controlling !n- 
terest. Seton Porter would not confirm 
this. He said that he knew of no nego- 
tiations for the transfer of other New 
Haven trolley properties to his firm. 

Although only $100,000 in the common 
and $4,000,000 of preferred stock of the 
New England Investment and Security 
Company has been issued, the company 
has a total authorized capitalization of 
$35,000,000, of which $10,000,000 is pre- 
ferred stock, $10,000,000 common, and 
$15,000,000 in fifteen-year funding notes.

WEDDING GOOSECOST 
“AGAS COMPANY $75 


Stove Upon Which It Was Being 
Cooked Was Wrongly Seized 
for Non-Payment. 


GUESTS GOT COLD BOLOGNA 


In Profound Decision Justice Lynn 
Soothes Wounded Feelings of Mrs. 
Burke, Who Sued for $500. 


After wrestling with the problem for 
three weeks at his country place, Good | 
Ground, Justice Wauhope Lynn of the/| 
First District Municipal Court came to | 
town yesterday and handed down a 
learned opinion in which he fixes the | 
amount of damages to be awarded to an 
Irishwoman whose gas range is forcibly 
and unlawfully removed by a gas com- 
pany on the eve of a wedding in the | 
family, forcing the said Irishwoman to } 
resort to a German delicatessen store | 
for viands for the wedding feast. 

On Nov. 28, 1911, men from the Stand- 
ard Gas Light Company entered the |} 
home of Mrs. Catherine Burke, the | 
plaintiff, and in her absence carted away 
the gas range, although Mrs. Burke | 
had paid in full for it on the installment | 
plan. It was said that another woman | 
in the same house had also bought a} 
Sas range on the installment plan, but | 
was behind in her payments, and that | 
the gas company’s men snatched away | 
Mrs. Burke’s range by mistake. At the 
time said range contained a large and 
juicy goose and a fourteen-pound wed- | 
ding cake, in preparation for the nuptials | 
of Mrs. Burke’s daughter. Goose and 
cake, half done, were dumped on the | 
kitchen floor by the gas men. 


Says | 
Justice Lynn in his decision: 


Those who are familiar with the 
pleasurable excitement attending the | 
preparations for a wedding in an Irish 
family and the anticipated joys flow- 
ing therefrom are the only ones who 
can appreciate the importance of this 
action to the plaintiff. On her return 
home, finding her cooker gone, she 
was put in a condition bordering on 
hysterics; and to a woman of mature 

ears, in the full pride of mother- 

ood, such a trespass upon her rights 
would easily bring about such a con- 
dition. 

Mrs. Burike had sued the Gas Com- 
Pany for a modest $500, but in trying 
to reach a fair figure for damages the 
learned jurist is forced to conclude that | 
no amount of money can make up for| 
the anguish of this Irish mother and} 
housewife in being forced to patronize 
a German delicatessen store at the time 
of her daughter’s wedding: 

The injuries to this woman’s feel- 
ings cannot be measured in dollars 
and cents; and if the law permitted 
this court to allow exemplary dam- 
ages, nothing short of $500, the full 
jurisdiction of this court, would be 
enough to appease such a tragedy in 
@ home where a wedding was pending. 
She rushed hither and yon_ blindly, 
and sought the coldness of a delicates- 
sen store for some relief to secure 
foods for her coming guests; and while 
such foods do at times offer some 
consolation to the hungry stomach, 
they fall far short of giving that tonic 
and bliss to an Irish stomach that a 
well-baked goose or a turkey would. 
It was a German delicatessen store, 
no doubt, where everything is well- 

d cared for under = } 








te seek relief in such a store 
good healthy Irish wedding! 

Justice Lynn, too, owes allegiance to 
the harp-spangled banner, and he now 
bursts into sympathy for his country- 
woman, as follows: 

I can enter fully into her feelings, 
for she js a countrywoman of mine, 
born with all those fine Irish in- 
stincts where pride and honor stand 
uppermost in the family escutcheon; 
and it must have been a sad conclu- 
sion she reached to supply her hos- 
pitable Irish table with cold bologna 
and headcheese and pickles from a 
German delicatessen store. 


But the eminent jurist, who is him-| 
self a consumer of gas, here interposes | 
@ word in behalf of the defendant: 

The deferdant gas company is my 

own supplier of gas and I have always 
found them ready to meet every fair 
demand of public interests; and while 
they are abused much in the public 
prints, yet ! must commend the de- 
fendant for the manly position it 
took in endeavoring to remedy the in- 
vasion of this lady’s home. The de- 
fendant’s plea of confession and 
avoidance is a strong one from a ma- 
terialistic standpoint; but it in no 
sense abates the great wrong done 
this lady by the removal of the cook- 
er. It is the violation of some of our 
personal rights which ofttimes causes 
more egrievance and mental agony 
than the loss of dollars and cents.

The law is cold in —k with many 
of the small affairs of life, yet my 
warmth of feeling in this case is due 


to the desire to create a higher and 

better sentiment against the perpetra- 

tion of such acts of trespass, so that 
our community may feel secure in 
their humble homes. 

But before the grand finale and award 
of damages, the delicatessen theme is 
again heard, like a leit motif in a Wag- 
nerian opera. Says the learned Justice: 


The wedding was held, but it could 
not be said that it was such a wed- 
ding as was anticipated by this 
mother. Can it be said that the 
pickles and bologna served the same 
useful end that the warmth of a well 
roasted breast of a turkey or goose 
would have done? How did she meet 
the stares and silent criticism of her 
guests when this cold array of deli- 
catessen products was spread out on 
her festive board? Did she not 
shrink, and was she not mortified 
when she felt that her pride of fam- 
ily had been traduced, invaded and 
diminished? 

The defendant gas company was 
not present to witness the humiliation 
and the sorrowful feelings of this 
plaintiff when she cut off thin slices 
of bologna, when she served them 
instead of warm goose and stuffing. 
The defendant company had robbed 
her of her cooker at a time when 
this quent fifteen-pound bird was to 
be placed therein, and by proper 
handling and basting, could have been 
turned to a golden brown, and when 
luscioug gravy and tempting dress- 
ing would excite the appetite of 
her welcome guests. It must have 
been more like a funeral or a wake 
to Mrs. Burke than a wedding, for 
her thoughts must have gone back to 
the days when she was married and 
when all was merry and happy, when 
the warm punch bowl and the well 
baked goose blended in peaceful har- 
mony jin the stomachs and heads of 
those enjoying such a festival. 

But Justice Lynn does not allow his} 
heart to preempt the judicial functions 
of his head. He concludes: 

Though I sympathize with Mrs. 
Burke, my sympathies will only go as 
far as the law will permit. The law 
holds me in check to award her only 
such damages as are specially proved. 
Taking all her outlay, her expense 
for hired help, the loss of food, money 
expended at the delicatessen store, 
the sum of, $75, I feel, is the limit 
which I can award to her. 

The gas company, it is thought, will 
not appeal from the decision.

SEEKS VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 31.—With the Frawle 
committee preparing to delve muc 
deeper into the Sulzer campaign fund, 
the Governor himself is soliciting a vote 
of confidence from the spokesmen of 
the Democratic Party in this State. It 
was admitted at the Capitol to-day 
that this was one of the purposes the 
Governor had in view when he author- 
ized Chester C. Platt, his secretary, 
to summon all the members of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee and the Dem- 
ocratic County Chairmen to meet at 
the Executive Chamber at noon next 
Monday. 

The conference, also, virtually will 
mark the opening of the campaign which 
the Governor intends to wage for the 
election of an Assembly amenable to 
him, rather than to the present leaders 
of the Democratic organization.

ACTING LIKE SPOILED CHILDREN. 
The formal announcement of the 
British Government that it will not 
take part in the Panama Canal Ex- 
| position of 1915 is a childish expres- 
sion of resentment out of keeping 
with the international policy of a 
great country. As a form of protest 
against the failure of the United 
States to arbitrate the question of tolls 
on coastwise ships it will inevitably 
prove futile. It suggests a small boy 
in the sulking mood rather than a 
powerful people with a grievance to 
settle. The Exposition will be held 
with or without British co-operation, 
and it will be a world’s fair, memora- 
ble for its extent and beauty, and as 
an influence in the encouragement of 
international trade and industry, even 
if there is no representation of the 
art and industry of Great Britain or 
her colonies in any of its spacious 
buildings. But it is not at all likely 
that the thrift and craftsmanship of 
any of either the English-speaking 
peoples or the Germans will not be 
placed in comparison with those of 
other nations at San Francisco. 
Twenty-two countries have already 


in the Exposition. Germany, which 
had been holding aloof because of the 
objection of some of her manufact- 
urers to certain clauses in the pending 
Tariff bill, has now declined to take 
part. It may be that the British atti- 
tude is due in part to the same cause. 
But whatever the cause may be, the 
action is so ungenerous and so un- 
worthy of two great nations that it 
will produce a bad impression here. 
The United States Senate is not likely 
to take up the canal tolls question in 
a better spirit because of England’s 
way of expressing her resentment. 
The tariff framers are not seeking 
German displeasure, but they will not 
be dictated to by any foreign Govern- 
ment. 

The position of THE NEw YoRK 
TIMES on the canal tolls question is 
fixed and has been maintained from 
the first. The tolls exemption clause 
was mistaken alike in spirit and in 
purpose. There should be no discrim- 
ination of any kind in the schedule of 
tolls, and England’s objection to this 
sort of legislation is understandable 
and compels sympathy. But we can- 
not sympathize with her form of re- 
sentment. Even if she refuses to play 
in our yard the game will go on just 
the same; and we shall make our 
world’s fair noteworthy without Ger- 
man aid, too, if the’ Kalser’s empire 
prefers not to share in its glory. 
Doubtless the absence of the two 
nations from the Exposition would 
hurt them more than it will hurt us. 
In fact, it might turn out to be of 


| substantial benefit to American trade. 


They are our two greatest competi- 
tors in the world’s commerce. 


MAYOR FINNEY AND SECRETARY 
M’ADOO. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
taken a leaf from the book of the 
Mayor of Atchison, Kan., and has 
rather improved upon his exemplar, 
But where the Mayor was amus- 
ing the Secretary is_ irritating. 
Mayor FInNEyYy was an_e excellent 
whipping boy, and useful as a hor- 
rible example of impossible finance. 
But nobody likes to see the Secretary 
of the Treasury serving those pur- 
poses, for the only possible sequel 
will be the same for the United 
States as for Atchison, which now is 
trying to borrow by raising its bid for 
money. 

It ought not to be necessary to tell 
a Secretary of the Treasury that the 
only trustworthy basis of credit is a 
broad, free market. An artificial 
price is fatal to free trading. Bom- 
bast and nonsense affront those upon 
whom the Secretary must rely to take 
the bonds into which it is desired to 
refund the There is not the 
slightest present reason why anybody 
should do any such thing for any 
other reason than consideration of his 
own interest. The existing bonds are 
the successors of the war debt, when 
it was the citizens’ pride to take all 
the bonds they could carry, and per- 
haps a few more. It paid them well, 
although profit was the last thing 
many of them thought about. Now 
it is rather a citizen’s duty to check 
the Government’s borrowing for two 
reasons. The Government is rich 
enough to pay what money is worth, 
and if borrowing is made too easy 
there would be no limit to the flood 
of bonds. There are pending propo- 
sals literally for billions, for good 
roads, for rivers and harbors, for 
Government railways and armor plate 
plants, and whatever else it would be 
pleasant to have without paying for 
except in promises. Some of these 
proposals are meritorious, but good 
and bad alike must pay more interest

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than before the Secretary's “‘ break.” 
It’s an ill wind that blows nobody 
good. Atchison has learned, and the 
United States is “ being shown.” The 
Mayor and the Secretary—meaning 
no disrespect to either—have put 
themselves in the same class in the 
estimation of those for whose dollars 
they are applicants. This is a mighty 
nation and great are the powers of 
its Treasury, but when it asks for 
accommodation it must defer to the 
ideas of the man behind the dollars. 
He may be wrongheaded or bad, but 
the borrowing cannot wait for his 
education or conversion. Still less 
can the Secretary wait for his money. 
When the time comes he must have 
it, and must take it on the terms he 
can get for the bonds. A money mar- 
ket which is driven is more contrary 
than any pig on its way to the 
butcher. And the American people, 
when hectored by their servants, are 
capable of turning and rending them. 
No more than Wall Street can Wash- 
ington dictate what the people shall 
think or do in what concerns the 
directions of their daily life. Our 
troubles come from the Government 
undertaking to direct business intelli- 
gence, as distinguished from conduct 
and character, instead of learning 
from the right sort of business how 
to govern intelligently. It would be 
tedious to recall the personal indis- 
cretions of the present Governnient. 
It would be insulting to remind Con- 
gress of the record on which the 
country is forming its contempt for 
its instructors. On these things the 
kindly people cast a too lenient eye. 
But there is an end to this indulgence 
when the Government undertakes to 
tamper with the people’s fortunes as 
dependent upon legislation. On this 
head there are superabundant ex- 
amples of swift and sure discipline, 
and others are being invited almost 
as though by a conspiracy of folly.

MR. SAYRE ON DIVORCE. 

There was much that was sound 
and sensible in the talk of Mr. Fran- 
cis B. SarrE which THE Times re- 
ported yesterday; Mr. SayRr’s experi- 
ence as chief of the Abandonment 
Bureau in District Attorney Wuut- 
MAN’s office is rapidly acquainting him 
with the responsibilities of marriage. 
He is right when he says that no man 
has the right to ask a woman to be- 
come his wife unless he is able and 
altogether willing to support her. The 
importance and gravity of his work 
are demonstrated in the fact that 
nearly half of the 820,264 divorces 
granted in the United States during 
the twenty-year period preceding 1907 
were on the ground of desertion. The 
deserters, Prof. HowarkD says, have 
slunk across the “vast sociological 
frontiers” into camps, ranges, mines, 
and the dark places of great cities. 
It is society’s duty to pursue them, to 
require that they support the families 
for whom they have become responsi- 
ble. With part of the following sen- 
tence {n the interview with Mr. Sarre 
we must heartily agree: 

We ought to have stringent marriage 
laws, stringent divorce laws, and 
stringent abandonment laws, and those 
who break them should pay the legal 
penalty. 

The laws regulating marriage might, 
if properly adapted, prevent many of 
the conditions that occasion divorce. 
The authorities are nearly agreed by 
this time that too little care is ex- 
ercised in the selection of mates and 
in admitting them to wedlock. But 
what will stringent divorce laws do 
to remedy the conditions of domestic 
infelicity that always reach the tragic 
stage before an appeal to the courts 
of law is thought of? Does Mr. SayRE 
know that nearly four-fifths of the 
cases in which notices of action for 
divorce are personally served are 
uncontested—that is, that any law, 
whether lax or stringent, would, for 
cause given, have to permit dissolu- 
tion of marriage bonds by mutual con- 
sent? Most marriages are dissolved 
in this way, and little can be hoped 
for, we think, by tinkering with the 
divorce laws. When the fire has 
wrought its effects of destruction, 
little can be gained in discussing ways 


of preserving the wrecked edifice.

CHARTER EXPERIMENTS. 

Mr. CLINTON R. WoopRrurr, in The 
Boston Transcript, gives an outline of 
what Ohio cities are doing under the 
municipal home rule amendment of 
last November. Cleveland has adopt- 
ed a new charter, but it cannot go 
into operation until some doubtful 
legal points have been settled. From 
the summary given of its provisions 
it bids fair to afford an interesting 
experiment for study. 

The Mayor is the only general offi- 
cial chosen by the voters. His term 
is two years, ‘“‘ subject to recall upon 
petition signed by 15,000 electors.” 
That happens to be just about the 
number who voted for the charter, 
while some 5,000 voted against it. 
This indicates that the interest of the 
community at large in the reform of 
the Government in what Mr. Woop- 


RUFF calls a “city of civic intelli- 
gence” is not intense. The total vote 
of Cuyahoga County, which includes 
Cleveland, was upward of 90,000 last 
November. Evidently not many more 
than one-fifth of the voters voted 
on the charter at all. A Mayor who 
could be ‘‘reealled” only by a vote 
as large as the charter got would be 
pretty safe. The process is a clumsy 
and mischievous one at best, but in 
this case seems likely to prove a nul- 
lity. 

With the Mayor are to be chosen 
twenty-six members of a Council by 
wards. The Council's duties are 
“limited strictly to legislation,” 
which, we take it, includes the ap- 


propriation and apportionment of 
funds. The administrative work is to 
be done by six directors of depart- 
ments chosen by the Mayor. They 
have seats in the Council and may 
take part in debate, but not vote. 
The Council may create, abolish, or 
rearrange departments. Mr. Woop- 
RUFF does not say how a director 
of department can’ be removed or dis- 
ciplined. There may be advisory 
boards of unpaid experts at the dis- 
cretion of directors. The principle is 
proclaimed that “officers and em- 
“ployés shall be appointed on the 
“basis of merit and fitness,” and a 
commission of three 's to be named 
for six years by the Mayor with au- 
thority to see that this is done. 

Here is a somewhat mixed plan. A 
certain concentration of power is 
sought through the Mayor, who has 
the appointing function entirely in 
his hands, But his independence of 
judgment and action is likely to be 
impaired by the operation of so large 
a Council elected by wards, and his 
term is very short. The government 
of a city as large and important as 
Cleveland—it has some 600,000 inhab- 
itants and is the most populous in the 
State—can hardly be more than 
learned in two years, and the Mayor, 
with his considerable power, would 
need at least four in which to secure 
a firm hold on public confidence. On 
the other hand, the Council is far too 
numerous and its members have too 
short a term. It will be almost nec- 
essarily split up into factions and its 
efficiency be frittered away. Be- 
tween the Mayor and the Council 
come the directors of departments, 
also chosen for short terms, and to 
these the same objection applies. 

On the whole we cannot regard the 
Cleveland experiment as a very prom- 
ising one, especially in view of the 
fact that the charter was adopted by 
so small a vote. When there is this 
degree of apathy to begin with the 
City Government should be organized 
to enlist more and more readily and 
keenly the effective interest of the 
people, and this cannot be done by 
scatteration. Apparently the Cleve- 
land reformers half saw this, but only 
half.

Whether this term is used derisively or 
respectfully the advices at hand do not 
clearly indicate, but, if one may judge 
the products of his cogitation from a 
single specimen, Magistrate PLoOWDpDEN’s 
ideas and suggestions are worthy of 
serious consideration. 

While trying for manslaughter a 
chauffeur who had run down and killed 
a man the Magistrate did what we do 
not remember as having been done be- 
fore—he called attention to the fact that 
the accident occurred because the mind 
of the driver of the automobile had been 
diverted from his task by the woman sit- 
ting beside him. On that fact—and many 
others of the same kind, doubtless—the 
Magistrate proceeded to declare the wish 
that nobody driving an automobile in 
the streets of London be allowed to have 
a woman sit in the seat beside him. “ It 
is a distracting companionship,’’ he said. 
‘“Some ladies are nervous, some in- 
quisitive, some garrulous, some attract- 
ive.’’ 

All that is true of ‘‘ some men,’’ too, 
and the ‘‘ plowdenism’’ might be im- 
proved, perhaps, by turning it into an 
appeal for the effectual guarding of 
chauffeurs from the talk or touch of 
anybody whomsoever. It is quite true, 
however, that a law or ordinance lim- 
ited as the Magistrate suggested would 
put an end to a large part, and that 
by far the most dangerous part, of the 
sort of joyriding, so called, that leads 
to the majority of serious accidents. 

Such an ordinance would, indeed, in- 
flict an undeserved hardship on so many 
women, both sensible and respectable, 
that its enforcement anywhere is hardly 
practicable, or even desirable, particu- 
larly as there is no known way of draw. 
ing a hard-and-fast line between the wo- 
men who do and those who do not merit 
those characterizations. Just the same, 
Magistrate PLOWDEN’s idea is not as 
absurd as it seems at first thought. 
‘* Don’t talk to the man at the wheel ”’ 
has been a standing order at sea from 
time immemorial, and the steering of 
a boat, big or little, demands far less 
of concentrated and continuous watch- 
fulness than does the steering of an 
automobile.

A ruling just made 
by Surrogate CoHatr- 
AN proclaims a curi- 
ous and interesting 
application of the 
old principle that the determination of 
whether or not the influencing of a tes- 
tator is ‘‘ undue ”’ rests less on the na- 
ture of the disposition made of property 
than on the character of him or her who 
does the disposing. 

In the case under consideration a rich 
American woman who had wedded a 
foreigner of title left a lot of money 
away from her own relatives and to a 
nephew by marriage, also titled, Let- 
ters of his, presented to support the 
claim of undue influence, showed be- 
yond question this heir to be a particu- 
larly poor specimen of his class, cynic- 
ally ready to sell his name to anybody 
of wealth and not above using the most 
absurd and extravagant flattery in or- 
der to win, keep, and ultimately profit 
by the favor of his foolish and credulous 
old aunt. 

In describing this precious pair the 
Surrogate did not hesitate to use a con- 
siderable number of short and ugly 
words that must have awakened high 
hopes in the minds of the relatives con- 
testing the will, but those hopes he 
promptly dashed by declaring that the 
nephew was just the sort of fellow a 
title-worshipper like the aunt would nat- 
urally admire, and that, therefore, the 
influence he exerted over her was legally 
legitimate. The flattery he gave her 
was what she wanted, and one who had 
herself deemed the buying of a title a 
good bargain could not be expected to 
see any fault or harm in open confes- 
sion of the desire to sell one. 

The Surrogate’s opinion of those whom 
he called ‘‘ expatriates ’’ will probably 
seem unnecessarily harsh to some crit- 
ics. He admitted, though obviously with 
regret, that such conduct as that of this 
testator was not an evidence of insanity 
or even of mental weakness in the tech- 
nical sense. That being so, he need not 
have felt any more reluctance for con-

fessing that a title is really worth money 
to anybody who wants what goes with 
it, and that a preference for living in 
another country than the land of one’s 
birth is not inevitably and highly rep- 
rehensible, even when the birth land is 
the United States. We Americans are 
all expatriates or their children, and it 
is hardly fair to scold as severely as he 
did the few of us who develop and act 
on the inclination to go home again. 
That, at any rate, is the kindly and 
charitable way to look at what can as 
accurately be called repatriation as ex- 
patriation, and it is nice to be kindly 
and charitable.

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WHITE HAIR BLACK AGAIN. 


Subject of Curious Change Tells 
His History. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Dr. W. H. Vail asks for the history of 
myself to throw light on what made my hair 
turn dark again, I will give it to him as 
well as I can. I do not now and never did 
use alcohol to excess. I] got gloriously drunk 
on Jan. 1, 1884, on egg nog, and again on 
Jan. 1, 1894, on the same thing, and never 
since. I seldom drink beer, though I now 
drink one or two glasses of a very good 
cider. My food and habits have not changed 
for fifteen years. I eat no meat, 
casionally an egg or two, 

In September, 1911, I had a cold in my 
throat. My doctor told me I had bronchial 
pneumonia and sent a culture to the Board of 
Health, which said I had tuberculosis, My 
weight decreased from 145 to 128 pounds. 
It is now 138. I was told in 1863 I had con- 
sumption, which I cured by joining Sher- 
man’s army. I fought and marched from 
Chaftanooga to Washington, and increased 
my weight from 125 to 198 pounds. I was not 
worried over tuberculosis. My doctor told 
me to take eggs and milk every day, and for 
fifteen months I drank every day one glass 
of egg, milk, and a little drop of Jamaica 
rum. Before I had the cold my hair was 
white; last Christmas it was very white, and 
has changed in color since then. I have 
had no other sickness since I had yellow 
fever in 1868, 

I have no particular preference for any 
color of hair, barring green or purple, and 
am satisfied if it is white or black. A cor- 
respondent who wished to have his white 
hair changed to a darker color asked how I 
did it. I do not know how I did it; I did 
not do it purposely. RED STAR,

The rich child’s only chance on earth 
is that she is away from her mother 
most of the time. The mother who 
sacrifices herself is far more dangerous 
than the society dame who leaves her 
children to expert help—and thanks to 
modern methods of probing the sub- 
conscious we can get expert help. 

We cannot rule our children’s lives— 
#ome of us have even stopped trying to, 
but what we can do is to give them a 
normal start so that they may apply 
the cold logic machine instead of 
floundering in emotional debauches. 
This I believe to be the groundwork of 
the Montessori method, which is 
destined to become one of the most 
democratic institutions in the world.

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HEIGHTS OF BUILDINGS. 


Regulate Now, While Skeleton of 
City Is Being Changed. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

This is an opportune time for thor- 
ough consideration of the whole prob- 
lem of limiting the helght of buildings. 
Business interests in lower Manhattan 
are seriously concerned over tendencies 


| toward uneven and chaotic development 


of office and loft buildings. Aside from 
more general questions of light, air, 
fire-protection and street crowding, it is 
observable that undue development of 
a few parcels may largely suck the 
revenue value and improvement possi- 
bilities out of neighboring properties, 
even while tending to enhance their basis 
of assessment. At the same time per- 
sons interested in housing conditions 
feel the urgency of further restrictions 
on the height of tenements, and espe- 
cially of checking the duplication of 
abnormal Manhattan conditions in other 
sections. 

There is a still more fundamental rea+ 
son why this difficult subject should be 
worked out now if the city is ever to 
have agrestriction policy. The open- 
ing of projected subways will cause the 
greatest alteration in the skeleton struc- 
ture of the city that is likely to occur 
for many decades. A local transporta- 
tion plan so vast and costly could 
hardly be justified except for the broad 
social purpose of securing a more whole- 
some spreading out of our city popula- 
tion. Obviously if height restrictions 
are to come they should be introduced 
before the readjustments of population 
and of values. Even in lower Manhat- 
tan the west side subway will give some 
opportunity for redistribution. In out- 
lying sections the chahges will be very 
great. 

It should be possible to adopt regu- 
lations which will be elastic, so as to 
allow a relatively greater height for 
buildings covering only part of the lot, 
or built in the tower style, or carrying 
with them contracts limiting surround- 
ing buildings to a lower type of con- 
struction. Ratios of total volume to site 
area may enter into such a plan. In 
certain sections new tenements may be 
limited to four stories and repetitions 
of the Brownsville speculation avoided. 
Some sections might even be reserved | 
for detached dwellings after the plan of 
certain development companies. In sec- 
tions so restricted narrow streets with 
deep front yards could effect a great 
Saving of cost, 

We are convinced that preventive re- 
strictions can be helpful even though 
so conservative as not to interfere seri- 
ously with present values. Doubtless 
even the most reasonable restrictions 
on skyscrapers below Chambers Street } 
would have some effect on the present} 
value of certain favored sites. The re-| 
sults to that whole section, however, 
should be beneficial. Land along new} 
outlying subway routes is bound to} 
increase largely in value. No reason/ 
appears why this increase should be | 
concentrated as a free gift to lands| 
closely adjacent when wise restrictions 
would spread both population and value} 
increments over a wider territory. Bet-| 
ter a broad zone of moderate buildings | 
than a narrow strip of high tenements 
with an undeveloped background. 

There is ample’ room in New York. 
Even in Manhattan about 8 per cent. 
of all parcels are entirely vacant, in 
Brooklyn over 20 per cent., and in the 
three other boroughs over 50 per cent. 
Yet every borough shows a recent ten- 
dency to substitute a higher for a lower 
type of tenement: ras ones + Z 

It is useléss to mininiize) the diffi- 
culty of working out a system of re- 
strictions varying for different districts, 
such as is found in European cities. Yet 
nothing less should be aimed at. One 
uniform restriction for the entire city 
would affect only the high spots in 
lower Manhattan. It would leave the 
larger aspects of the question untouched. 
It might not even serve as an opening 
wedge, for the valuable leverage of the 
above mentioned business interests in 
lower Manhattan would be lost. 

The problem is hard of solution for 
the very reasons that make it important. 
THe Times is certainly doing a public 
service in promoting discussion.

Gold Reserve Notes Suggested for 
Issue by the Government. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The report of the Treasurer shows the 
United States to be in actual physical pos- 
session of gold, and silver at gold price, in 
the amount of $560,000,000. The currency | 
which is said to be in such great ‘' need ot | 
consists of United States notes, | 
silver certificates, and national banknotes, 
in all about $1,500,000,000. Now, would it not 
be proper and practicable for the Government 
to prepare new notes, receivable for all dues 
and redeemable on demand in gold, in 
amount of $1,500,000,000 and hold the $500,- 
000,000 gold (equal to 37 per cent.) in reserve | 
for their redemption? 

Eight hundred million dollars of the new 
notes could be put tn circulation by substi- 
tuting them for silver certificates and United 
States notes as fast as those certificates and | 
notes come in, the balance, $700,000,000, | 
might be used in retiring national ‘isin | 
and the bonds now held as security for those 
notes; the holders of the bonds would thus} 
be secured against any possible loss through | 
their depreciation in value, and the people 
would be relieved from the annual payment | 
of $14,000,000 interest now being paid on] 
those bonds. 

The currency would then stand as follows: 


Gold coin and gold certificates. $2,000,000,000 
New notes with 37% reserve... 1,500,000,000 


3,500,000,0000 
This is the amount of the present circula- 
tion. The whole would be based on more than 
70 per cent. of gold, which, I think, is far 
in excess of that of any other great com- 
mercial nation, and which it is not possible 
for any of them to attain.

Cabs May Await Fares. 


COURT PROCEEDINGS TO-DAY 


Justice Guy Will Hear Arguments on 
Applications to Enjoin Enforce- 
ment of Taxicab Ordinance. 


The new taxicab ordinance, wiping 
out the private hack stands and reduc- 
ing the tariffs to a substantial degreé, 
went into effect at midnight last night. 
At that hour the doors of the Mayor's 
Bureau of Licenses at 59 Centre Street 
were thrown open to admit the drivers 
applying there for licenses under the 
new law. The office will stay open 
every hour of the twenty-four for sev- 
eral days. 

The new ordinance applies to only one- 
third of the taxicabs in the city, as 
the others are protected the injunc- 
tion proceedings started to test its le- 
gality. The long fight which preceded 
the passage of the ordinance by the Al- 
dermen has been resumed in the fight 
against its enforcement. 

At first there seemed to be a chance 
that injunction proceedings would .be 
Started by just enough of those con- 
cerned to make a real test of the law, 
but yesterday it became apparent that 
others would joih in the fight. By night- 
fall yesterday Mayor Gaynor, Acting 
Police Commission McKay, Chief Wal-« 
lace of the Bureau of Licenses, and the 
Corporation Counsel had been served 
with nfne temporary injunctions. 

The most important injunctions served 
on the authorities yesterday was ob- 
tained by the Mason-Seaman Company. 
With the Yellow Taxicab Company al- 
ready enjoying a temporary injunction, 
the two largest operators of taxicabs

;} are exempt from the provisions of the 


law to-day. It is one of the confusing 
features of the present situation that 
the cabs and stands of these companies 
are now operating under no ordinanee 


|} at all, for at midnight last night the old 


ordinance expired as the new one came 
The injunction petitions assert that 
the ordinance is confiscatory in that it 
fixes too low a schedule of tariffs. It 
is held to be discriminatory on the 
ground that it favors horse-drawn 
hicies. 

The chief ground of objection to tha 
ordinance, though, is the provision 
against private stands in front of tha 
hotels. The Waldorf, the Astor, the 
Manhattan, and the Vanderbilt Hotels 
have obtained injunctions on their own 
behalf, and other hotels are covered by 
by the Yellow Taxicab 
and the Mason-Seaman companies, 
which, between them, have controlled 
the space in front of the St. Regis, the 
Gotham, the Prince George, the Great 
Northern, the Holland House, the Neth- 
erland, Delmonico’s, Sherry’s, Shanley’s, 
1 Plaza, the Ritz-Carlton, the Bres- 
lin, the Park Avenue, the Buckingham, 
the Majestic, and the Ansonia, and -in 
front of the Union League, the Union, 
the Metropolitan, the Lotos, the Engi- 
neers’, the Republican, the New York 
Athletic, and the Catholic elubs. 

This leaves very few important public

Inspector of the Police Department 
Donald Grant was retired from the 
force yesterday, at his own request, by 
Acting Commissioner McKay. He will 
receive an annual pension of $1,500. 
Grant lives at 186 Prospect Park West, 
Brooklyn. He has been in charge of 
the Seventeenth Inspection District, 
Queens. Grant was born on May 30, 
1848, and enlisted In the Federal Army 


as a drummer boy at the outbreak of 
the civil war. He became a member 
of the Police Department on June 1, 
1876. He became a Captain on Sept. 
13, 1887. He was ‘appointed Inspector 
on Feb. 14, 1898. 

Grant was dismissed by Commissioner 
Green on Feb. 4, 1903, for alleged irreg- 
ularities concerning blotter entries in 
the Mulberry Street Station, but on 
April 22, -1904, he was reinstated by 
the courts. Commissioner Bingham re- 
duced Inspector Grant in 1897, after 
Grant had opposed the Commissioner's 
bill in the Legislature. He was later 
raised again to the rank of Inspector. 


COULDN’T SAVE MIDDLETON. 


Patient Succumbs Despite 
Blood Transfusions. 


Three transfusions and four. sub- 
cutaneous injections of blood, failed to 
save the life of Leightbourn Middleton, 
23 years old, and he died at 2 o'clock 
at St. Luke’s Hospital, where he had 
been since July 17. The cause of denth 
was given at the hospital as purpura 
haemorrhagica, a form of anaemia, T'he 
symptoms of the disease were some- 
what indefinite, and the physicians who 
attended him disagreed as to the type 
of anaemia from which Mr. Middleton 
was suffering. 

The last transfusion of blood took 
place on Wednesday, when twenty-five 
ounces of blood were taken from a 
brother of the patient, Malcolm Middle- 
ton, a mining engineer, of Bull’s Valley, 
Utah, who came to New York on hear- 
ing of his brother’s illness. The first 
transfusion took place on July 21, when 
twenty-five ounces of blood were given 
4 his wife. The other transfusion was 
of blood from Sterling Towne. 


STRIKERS MENACE BRIDGE. 


Alleged Dynamtle Plotters in Cop- 


per District Arrested. 
CALUMET, Mich., July 31.—Dynamite 
became a factor in the copper mine 


strike to-night, the arrests of eight al- 
leged plotters being followed by rumors 


that the Portage Lake Bridge, connect- 
ing Hancock and Houghton, was to be 
an object of attack. Guards of militia 
were posted at both ends of the struct- 
ure and traffic was suspended. 

Incidental to the strike, hot water, 
red pepper, and various household uten- 
sils were used as a supplement to re- 
volvers and bayonets in a fight between 
Deputy Sheriffs and men and women in- 
mates of a boarding house at Wolverine 
mine late to-day. The battle ended with 
the arrest of three alleged rioters after 
troops had rescued the civil officers 
from a threatening mob. 

The arrests were part of a series 
which the Sheriff's office’ has insti- 
tuted within twenty-four hours in an 
effort to imprison leaders of the dis- 
orders which marked the first two days 
of the strike.

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SUFFRAGE AUTOISTS 
BESIEGE SENATORS 


Motor Parade from Hyattsville, 
Md., Precedes Presentation 
of Petitions at Capitol. 


CAUSE VOICED ON THE FLOOR 


Twelve Senators Speak for Ballots 
for Women—8,000 Names on 
New York Petitions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—In sixty or 
more gayly decorated automobiles, wo- 
man suffrage delegations from many 
States paraded into Washington this 
morning and visited the Capitol in a 
body. Only the Senate was in session, 
and its proceedings were practically 
suspended while Senators were called 
into the Marble Room to receive peti- 
tions from the various States, bearing 
75,000 signatures of voters, Later the 
500 women comprising the delegation 
occupled a section of the gallery set 
aside for them and heard a number ot 
Senators make speeches in favor of wo- 
man suffrage, at the same time pre- 
senting the petitions for the Immediate 
submission to the States of a Constitu- 
tional amendment granting the vote to 
women. 

There was little show of enthusiasm. 
The statements by Senators were deliv- 
ered generaily in a formal fashion. to 
seats for the most part deserted by 
their colleagues for the comparative 
coolness of the cloak rooms. Even the 
galleries were far from fuil, and there 
was no applause. 

Two petitions signed by New Yorkers 
were presented by Senator O’Gorman. 
One of these, which he presented on be- 
half of his colleague, Mr. Root, bore 
3,261 names. The other was signed by 
4,829 persons. 

The day’s demonstration began in the 
baseball park at Hyattsville, Md., six 
miles from Washington. The whole 


town was decorated, the suffrage yellow 
predominating. Speeches were deliv- 
ered by Senators Clapp of Minnesota, 
Chamberlain of Oregon, Owen of Okla- 
homa, and Ashurst of Arizona; Repre- 
sentative Smith of Maryland, and Mrs. 
Mary Ware Dennett of New York, 

The women carrying the petitions had 
traveled from their various States most- 
ly by automobile, holding rallies along 
the way, and had been converging upon 
the rendezvous for days. Every State 
was represented. 


Members of the Senate Womah’s Suf- 
frage Committee, which already had 
favorably reported the suffrage amend- 


ment, met the petition bearers and rode 
to the Capitol with them. Miss Alice 
Paul, Chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National American Wom- 
an Suffrage Association, and the offi- 
cers of the association headed the pa- 
rade, 

On the floor of the Senate Messrs. 
Owen, .Ashurst, FPoindexter, Jones, 
Works, Lane, Smoot, Clapp, Thomas, 
Shav¥roth, and Hollis made brief ad- 
dresses indorsing the petitions.

The state- 
ment insists that the White House, the 
Senate, and the House all are opposed to 
woman suffrage, and that the crusad- 
ers ‘‘ need hope for no legislation by this 
Congress or the next.”’ 


SHOWER WOMEN WITH GLASS 


Suffragette Speakers Forced 
Abandon Harlem Meeting. 


On a portable platform which they 
had erected at the northwest corner of 
145th Street and Seventh Avenue, under 
the lee of a six-story apartment house, 
two women were delivering suffrage 
speeches at 9 o’clock last night. One 
of them wore a yellow shoulder sash, 
which showed she was a member of the 
Woman’s Suffrage Party of the Twenty- 
third Assembly District. The other 
was telling her hearers that half-time 
in the public schools would be abolished 
if women got the vote, when a pander 
bag full of water struck the sidewalk 
with a crash near the platform. 

This did not halt the speaker, but 
soon another bag, filled with small 
pieces of glass, which was thought to 
have come from the roof or one of 
the windows of the apartment house 
on the corner, hit the platform. The 
women then abandoned their attempt to 
address the gathering.

MILLBURN, N. J., July 381.—Mrs.

SCHAUS ESTATE SHRINKS. 


Appraisal Shows Valuation $200,- 
000 Less Than Daughter Claimed. 


The estate of Herman Schaus, the art 
dealer of 415 Fifth Avenue, who died 
on Feb. 9, 1911, was appraised yester- 
day ata total value of $483,679, a reduc- 
tion of nearly $200,000 from the esti- 
mate placed upon it by his daughter, 
Wilhelmina Schaus Junkin, who re- 
celved a life estate in $50,000 under 
the will and contested the document 
on the ground of undue influence exer- 
cised by her stepmother on the testator. 
This sum was further reduced by debts 
and administration expenses amounting 


to $75,000. 

The largest assets of the estate were 
not pictures but bonds, which totaled 
$276,823. The oils and water colors 
which were sold at auction brought a 
profit, above expenses, of $106,831 and 
the prints and engravings $15,721. Un- 
der the will it was directed that these 
latter art objects should be offered to 
two employes at $30,000. These re- 


fused to accept the offer. 

Most of the valuable paintings held by 
Mr. Schaus were disposed of before his 
death, Among those which were sold 
at auction and the 
were: ‘‘Edge of the Forest,” by N. 
Diaz, $6,000; “Morning,” by Jules Du- 
pre, $3,200; ‘“‘La Berger,” by Charles 
Jacques, $5,800; ‘‘ Arab Cavaliers,”’ by 
A. Schreyer, $5,000, and ‘‘ Le Matin,”’ 
by_ Corot, $2,700. 

That the art dealer, whose home and 
gallery were filled with valuable paint- 
ings, was of very simple tastes in pri- 
vate life, was shown by the appraisal 
of his jewelry and the furnishings of 
his home at 2,108 Fifth Avenue, valued 
at $316 and $486, respectively. The 
only realty he possessed was his resi- 
dence, valued at $11,000. 

Previous to his death the United 
States Government brought suit against 
the art dealer for $50,000, claimed as 
unpaid duty on imported art objects. 
ThiS was settled, but the amount was 
not disclosed in the appraisal. After 
— his daughters, brothers, and sis- 
ers life estates in trust funds ranging 
from $50.000 to $10,000, he bequeathed 
the residuary estate of $193,343 to his 
wife, Sophie J. Schaus. The will con- 
test of his daughter was settled ou 
of court.

CHICAGO, July 31.—‘‘ Col.’’ William 
Riley. whose bookmaking establishment 
on Gamblers’ Row in the seventies was 
known from coast to coast, died here 
yesterday: He was about 63 years old. 
Although he was at one time reputed 
to be a millionaire, he practically was 

without funds at his death. 

Riley had a reputation among gam- 
blers for his honesty. He never al- 
lowed minors in his place; no man was 
permitted to smoke cigarettes there, 
card playing was not permitted, but 
any kind of a wager upon a horse race, 
athletic event, or election, was promptly 
covered.

Helped to Organize Federal Money 
Order System—din 76th Year.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Madison 
Davis, the first chief clerk of. the 
money order office of the United 
States Post Office Department and 
one of the principal organizers of 
the money order system, is dead. 
He was 75 years old. Mr. Davis 
was born {n Washington and lived here 
all his life. He served in the Union 


Army in the civil war, and was several 
times elected to the District of Colum- 
bia House of Delegates when suffrage 
existed here. Latterly Mr. Davis was 
Assistant Postmaster of Washington. 

His memory was clear as to events 
far back in the last century.

How Salesmen Might Vote. 


Leon Meyer, who is conducting the 
local movement to obtain for salesmen 
the privilege of voting when away on 
business trips, and whose letter out- 
lining the movement was published in 
a recent issue of THE T1Mgs, is receiving 
numerous letters and suggestions con- 
cerning the matter. One of these sug- 


gestions, made by Winston Paul of Jer- 
sey City, Secretary of the Citizens’ Fed- 
eration of Hudson County, is that a bal- 
lot of a color different from that of the 
ordinary ballot and numbered consecu- 
tively be mailed to each voter to be 
signed and returned. <A _ record of 
such voter would be kept and also a 


copy of his signature. The return of 
such ballot to the Court House, City 
Hall, or Election Bureau, accompanied 
by the voter’s signature, should be 
valid evidence of the genuineness of the 
ballot. Thus the plan would follow the 
same principle as the signature on a 
check. An objection might be raised as 
to the secrecy of the ballot, but Mr. 
Paul said that this could be overcome 
by. having a: separate and detachable 
slip for the signature of the voter. An- 
other letter from Mr. Roosevelt’s secre- 
tary at the offices of The Outlook sug- 
gested that Mr. Meyer write to O. K. 
Davis at the headquarters of the Pro- 
gressive Party in Washington. This he 
has done. The subject has aroused con- 
siderable interest among traveling sales- 
men, and Mr. Meyer expressed confi- 
dence that the present agitation would 
show some substantial results in the 
near future.

Credit Men Issue Warning. 

The National Association of Credit 
Men has issued a warning to manufact- 
urers and jobbers against granting cred- 
it to small incorporated retailers, many 
of whom incorporate to evade individual 
responsibility.

Sellers’ Divergent Opinions.

Prices React a Little Further— 
Trading Very Light Dur- 
ing Much of Session. 


Trading on the Stock Exchange de- 
clined considerably in volume yester- 
day, and during a large part of the 
session great dullness was shown. The 
prevailing temdency in prices was a 
continuance of the reaction which had 
been under way the two previous days. 
Yesterday’s contribution to this reac- 
tion was preceded by an upturn im 
prices, which, in some stocks, notably 
in United States Steel, carried them to 
higher figures than those previously 
reached. In a few instances news de- 
velopments or reports which circulated 
had specific influence upon prices, but 
for the most part internal rather than 
external factors accounted for the day’s 
price changes. 

Trading in Government bonds, which 
had been a prominent feature of the 
market for some days, was much light- 
er yesterday, although it was realized 
that the facts which have centred 
around the decline in Government bonds 
called as much as ever for a proper 
solution. So far as the charge recently 
made against the New York banks was 
concerned, the feeling prevailed that 
they would necessarily fall of their own 
weight. It was thought that it would 
soon be plain to the country at large, 
if it was not already plain, that the 
real source of the decline in Govern- 
ment bonds was to be found elsewhere 
than in anything which the banks of 
this city have done in dealing with the 
conditions created by the proposals 
which have been under discussion at 
Washington. 

In one important matter of much 
consequence to the business community 
further evidence is coming to hand that 
conditions have recently improved. The 
market for commercial paper has been 
freer recently, though for the last 
couple of days, as is not unnatural at 
the very close of the month, there has 
been a lull in the buying by banks. 
The absorption of paper is going on in 
sufficent quantity to present a marked 
contrast to the conditions which pre- 
vailed thirty days ago. Something was 
heard yesterday of buying by institu- 
tions which had long been out of the 
market for commercial paper, and this 
was accepted as cumulative proof that 


“there now exists a more comfortable 


situation than that which some time 
ago confronted those merchants at least 
who have been in the habit of depend- 
ing chiefly upon the open market for 
commercial paper. The conditions 
which still prevail keep discount rates 
at a full 6 per cent. apart from ex- 
ceptional transactions, but the stress 
under which the market was recently 
laboring was not solely or even prin- 
cipally a question of rates. The fact 
that a freer market has lately pre- 
vailed for commercial paper far out- 
weighs in importance the continuance 
of as high a rate as 6 per cent. Re- 
ports received from Washington that 
the Treasury would place a _ large 
amount of cash at the disposal of the 
banks of the South and West for crop 
moving purposes were in keeping with 
the previously announced intention of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to facili- 

tate the financing of the crops. 
Other matters which bore yesterday 
on the money mapkets of the world 
were the statements of the Bank of 
England and the Bank of France. The 
former added $2,750,000 to its gold hold- 
increased the propor- 


ings, and again 
tion of its reserve, while the French 


institution reported a gain of $2,100,000 
in gold, against which must be re- 
corded the fact that its discounts and 
circulation increased each by between 
$40,000,000 and $50,000,000. Thanks in 
part to the favorable exhibit by the 
Bank of England, discount rates in the 
London market showed an easier tone. 


JULY TRANSACTIONS. 


Transactions in stocks on the New 
York Stock Exchange for the month of 
July aggregated 5,123,894 shares, the 
smallest total for any corresponding 
month since 1898 and a decrease of 
4,464,458 shares as compared with the 
previous month, and of 2,045,974 shares 
as compared with July of last year. 
The heaviest trading occurred on 
the 25th, when the total was 389,077 
shares, and the smallest on_ the 
lith, with dealings in only 64.0U6 
shares, the lowest record since May 27, 


1896, when the sales were only 63,919 
shares. For the Saturday half holiday 
the maximum total was 121,410 shares 
on the 19th and the minimum 48,850 
shares on the 12th, the latter the small- 
est half holiday total since May 7, 1904, 
when only 40,532 shares were dealt in.

As a rule activity in sii in any 
period is about proportionate to the 
amount’of news, good or bad, which 
develops concerning matters financial, 
but the month closed yesterday proved 
an exception in this respect. With all 
the excitement over Government bonds, 
the Balkan war, the Union Pacific 
plans, &c., total transactions on the 
New York Stock Exchange made the 
smallest total since 1897. The average 
daily sales for the twenty-two full day 
sessions were only 221,000 shares, and 
for the three Saturdays, 86,000. In the 
month preceding the average for the 
twenty-one full days was 494,000 shares, 
and for the four Saturdays, 199,000, 
There was a corresponding decline in

It was said in behalf of the Business 
Conduct Committee of the Stock Ex- 
change that the examination of the 
transaction in Government bonds last 
Saturday, when a member of the Ex- 
change sold $25,000 of the 2s which he 
did not have to deliver, was still going 
on. E. A. Manice was again before the 
committee, but there was an increas- 
ing belief among the members that he 
had acted within his rights.

Chesapeake’s Dividend. 


It was said in the financial district 
yesterday that a canvass of Directors 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway had 
disclosed a preponderance of sentiment 
in favor of a reduction in the com- 
pany’s dividend at the forthcoming an- 
nual meeting. The company has been 
paying 5 per cent., and it is expected 
that this will be reduced to 4 per cent. 
The Chesapeake & Ohio’s earnings have 
suffered from many causes in the past 
year, prominent among them being gen- 
eral wage advances and disastrous 
floods. At the end of May, the elev- 
enth month, there had been a loss of 
$1,000,000 in net earnings, and the esti- 
mated balance for the year is equivalent 
to about 4% per cent. on the $62,792,- 
000 stock. This compares with 6.80 per 
cent. earned in 1912, 5.06 in 1911, and 
10.02 in 1910.

John D. Rockefeller’s Loss. 


It is not often that John D. Rocke- 
feller sells anything for less than it is 
worth, but in taking $1,500 a share for 
his holdings of Waters-Pierce stock a 
few months ago he accepted a price 
$600 a share less than was paid yester- 
day in the transaction involving two 
shares. When H. C. Pierce agreed to 
a discontinuance of the Missouri suit 
against the Standard Oil Company it 
was on the understanding that the 
Standard Oil interests should sell him 
their holdings of Waters-Pierce stock at 
$1,500 a share. The company held 2,750 
of the 4,000 shares prior to the dissolu- 
tion, and as the same offer was made to 
the smaller stockholders by Mr. Pierce 
it is supposed that practically all of 
this stock was sold to him. At yes- 
terday’s figures the recent advance in 
Waters-Pierce has meant a >aper profit 
of $1,650,000 for Pierce on the 2,750 
shares taken from the Standard Oil 
holders. Rockefeller held about one- 
quarter of the Waters-Pierce stock dis- 
tributed by the Standard Oi! Company 
in the dissolution, so that tho increased 
value of his block of shares at yester- 
day’s figures is about $415,000 over the 
price he received.

The Railway Mail Committee of the 
railroads of the United States issued a 
statement yesterday in which it was 
asserted that instead of being overpaid 
by $9,000,000, as was charged by former 
Postmaster General Hitchcock, they are 
underpaid by $16,000,000 a year. The 
Postmaster General arrived at his esti- 
mate after studying a voluminous lot of 
data supplied by the carriers, through 
which he tried to arrive at the cost of 
carrying the mails as compared to 
other service rendered by the 
railroads. He decided that if... the 
remuneration were based on the cost 
of the service, plus 6 per cent. for profit, 
the Government could effect a saving 
of $9,000,000. It was at once discovered 
by the railways that the Postmaster 
General had made no allowance for any 
return on that part of the railway plant 
used in the service. Figuring interest 
at 6 per cent. on 1.95 per cent., the 
share of the railways’ plant used for 
postal service, of the net capital invest- 
ment of the railways, the carriers ar- 
rived at an additional charge of 
$16,380,000.

Bum is part of the proceeds of an issue 
of $8,000,000 one year 6 per cent. notes, 

“secured by an authorized issue of $10,- 

000,000 ten-year 6 per cent. debentures 
convertible into 7 per cent cumulative} 
participating preferred stock of the| 
game amount, which has been au- 
thorized and reserved for the purpose 
of converting the debentures. 

Of the remaining: proceeds $1,250,000 
Was used to pay the principal and in-| 
terest of that amount of collateral trust 
notes of the Waters-Pierce Company, | 
and $1,400,000 was advanced to the) 
Pierce-Fordyce Oil Association, the 
company’s branch in Texas. The loan 
Was made in consideration of the de- 
Posit of 88 per cent. of the association’s 
stock as additional security for the 
$8,000,000 notes. 

Besides the $5,000,000 cash, the pay- 
ment received by the company for its 
Property consisted of all the issued 
stock of the new corporation, amount- 
ing to $10,500,000 common, and the new | 
corporation assumed all the debts and 
abilities of the Waters-Pierce Com- 
pany.

In the dissolution process the 
Standard Oil holdings were distributed | 
among the stockholders of the New Jer- 
Bey company. 

Mr. Rockefeller and his associates at- 
tempted to wrest the management of | 
the company from Col. Pierce through | 
their control of a majority of the stock 
by proxies. Col. Pierce refused to rec-| 
ognize the proxies on the ground that| 
the Oil Trust was still in ‘existence and 
to permit it to control his company 
would be in violation\of decrees of the 
Missouri courts and would result in the 
loss of its charter. 

The litigation was settled through the 
Sale to Col. Pierce of all the stock for- 
merly held by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany at $1,500 a share.

When the new $20,000,000 corporation 
was formed recently it was reported 
that additional capital was to be fur- 
nished by the Rothschilds, who are 
heavily interested in the Royal Dutch- 
Shell of! combination which dominates 
the European market and that this was 
@ precursor to @ general oil war in this 
country between the Rockefeller and 
Rothschild interests. This report was 
denied categorically by Col. Pierce and 
the Rothschilds. 

Some years ago the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company was ousted from Texas and | 
fined more than $1,000,000, because of | 
fits domination by the Standard Oil 
Company in violation of the Texas} 
anti-Trust law. Col. Pierce then formed | 
the Pierce-Fordyce Oil Association, a/| 
Oint stock company, to conduct the! 

usiness in Texas. 

Originally, under its arrangements 
with the Standard Oil Company, the! 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company was simply’ 
@ marketing branch, drawing its oil 
from the Standard’s refineries and hav- 
ing for its selling field practically the 
whole Southwest.

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BIG FINES FOR EGG DEALERS 


De Winter & Co. Pald Railroad Men 
to Expedite Their Shipments. 


John C, De Winter, President of De 
Winter & Co., dealers in poultry, and 
Edward M. Garrison, Henry D. Wheeler, 
and George W. Miller, employes of the 
company, entered pleas of guilty yes- 
terday in the Federal District Court to 
Indictments under the Interstate Com- 


merce act charging them with at- 
tempts to induce discrimination in the 
expeditious delivery of shipments of 
eggs by feeing railroad employes. Ac- 
cording to Assistant District Attorney 
Guiler, the De Winter Company had 
profited to the extent of $30,000 by the 
practices. De Winter denied this, say- 
ing in the last ten years the total prof- 
its of the egg department had been 
only $70,000. 

Judge Mayer fined the company $7,- 
OO), De Winter $38,000, and Garrison 
$2,500. Sentence was suspended on 
Wheeler and Miller.

QUINLAN SENTENCED TO JAIL 


Convicted This Time as a Disorderly 
Person—Appeals. 


PATERSON, N. J., July 31.—Patrick 
Quinlan, the I. W. W. leader, was sen- 
tenced to one year in the county jail 
this morning by Recorder Carroll, who 
found him guilty as a disorderly per- 
son. Quinlan came here last Saturday 
night and spoke at a Socialist meeting 
at Colt and Market Street, saying, a7 
charged: 

“Elect a Socialist Mayor and then 
you won't have cops like Bummy Ryan 
batting you over the head with a club.” 


Sergeant of Police Charles Ryan swore 
out the warrant upon information and 
belief. Capt. John Tracy and Sersgt. 
Keppler of the Detective Bureau were 
the witnesses who testified that Quin- 
lan used the language quoted. 

Quinlan did not dispute it, but Henry 
Morelli, his counsel, contended that this 
did not make him a disorderly person. 
The defense gave notice of appeal, and 
will seek a writ of certoirari from Jus- 
tice Minturn of the Supreme Court.
